vation where we continued for two 
weeks. The last night we set the 
church in order with twenty-eight 
members, sixteen whites and twelve 
Indians, with more looking this way. 
Brother C. A. Dixon and wife started 
this work among the Indians and are 
very dear people. They came with us 
in the first part of the meeting but 
had to leave for other parts. They are 
very friendly towards the Church of 
God and I feel that they will cast their 
lot with us at an early date. It was 
wonderful to hear the Indians sing, 
pray and testify in their native 
tongue. Some would interpret for oth- 
ers. These people are hungry for God, 
or more of Him as some of them have 
the Holy Ghost. One old man over a 
hundred years old would walk three 
miles to church many nights when he 
could not get any of the other In- 
dians to bring him, and in spite of the 
fact that he was blind and his ad- 
vanced age, he was most always the 
first to arrive and take his place in 
the first row of seats near the front 
and would lean on his cane and wait 
patiently for service to begin. Altho’ 
he couldn’t speak or understand Eng- 
lish to any extent, God seemed to make 
him understand somehow for at least 
he was able to get the spirit of the 
meeting which he enjoyed immensely 
and was himself an inspiration and 
a blessing to others. One dear Indian 
brother who was afflicted with some- 
thing like rheumatism and unable to 
walk, was carried into the church on 
his bed, where he took up his resi- 
dence and won’t go home but is wait- 
ing for his healing. His mother, broth- 
er and others of the family wait on 
him. These dear souls are overjoyed 
at the thought of finding the new 
“Medicine Man,” Jesus Christ the 
Righteous, and they surely believe in 
healing. Everyone who reads this 
please pray for him to be delivered. 
Some of the Indians can understand 
Spanish better than English. I gave 
them the Scriptures and sang to them 
in Spanish one night and they seem- 
ed to enjoy it very much. God gave 
us two fine white brothers to act as 
deacons, Brother C. B. Sanderson and 
Brother James Napier. A lady preach- 
er and missionary, Sister Lily Wallen 
who belonged to Angelus Temple in 
Los Angeles, joined our ranks and 
will superintend the Sunday School 
and young people’s meeting, assisted 
by one of the Indian girls as secre- 
tary, one of the Indian sisters acting 
as clerk of the Church, which place 
she had previously held. 

Leaving Thermal we went to Blythe, 
Calif. in the Palo Verde Valley on the 
Colorado river, where we preached 
two nights and set another church in 
order with fourteen members includ- 
ing seven men, heads of families, six 
women and one girl with many others 
interested. Among the number who 
came in the church was Brother Cur- 
tis, pastor of the Pentecostal Mission 
at Ripley, Calif. He will run his mis- 
sion under the supervision of the 
Church of God. I believe we will 
another church here soon. 

Now before closing let me mention 
the faithfulness of the Indians in their 
determination to have a place of wor- 
ship at the Reservation. They got 
hold of enough scrap lumber to make 
a foundation and floor. Then they got 
some old railroad ties and set up all 
around for posts, fixed the roof on, 
then cut down palm branches from 
the palmetto trees and thatched it all 
around, lapping one leaf over another 
shingle style, afterwards lining the in- 
terior with light building paper. It 
was quite a novel affair and served 
the purpose very well. It reminds me 
of being over on one of the islands 
of the sea. They plan on making some 
adobe (mud) bricks for a permanent 
wall soon. We leave this evening for 
Baldwin Park where our state meet- 
ing is to be held.—Sincerely, J. H. In- 
gram.
